An  early  variety  of  Yellow  Dent  Corn.  It  never  fails  to 
produce  a big  crop,  when  planted  on  land  that  is  well  drained 
and  naturally  rich  in  humus  and  plant  food,  or  made  so  by  a 
rotation  of  clover  or  application  of  barnyard  manure;  on 
light  poor  soils  it  won’t  yield  as  much  as  my  Rustlers  White 
Dent.  The  Dent  is  smooth  and  kernel  of  medium  depth, 
compactly  set  on  the  cob  and  ears  are  well  filled  from  butt  to 
tip,  very  easy  to  husk  either  from  stalk  or  bundle.  The 
stalks  grow  to  a height  of  seven  feet  and  being  very  leafy, 
make  excellent  fodder  and  ensilage.  Change  of  climate  and 
climatic  conditions  don’t  seem  to  affect  the  productiveness 
of  this  corn.  I have  shipped  Minn.  No.  13  to  Northern  New 
York  on  the  east  and  Washington  to  the  west,  and  many 
places  in  Iowa  and  Southern  Minnesota,  southern  tiers  of 
counties  in  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota  and  Wisconsin. 

All  my  Minnesota  No.  13  was  grown  on  my  own  farm 
from  certified  seed,  secured  from  Minnesota  Experiment 
Station.  For  high  yield  you  can  rely  on  my  Minn.  No.  13, 
to  produce  from  6 to  20  bushels  more  than  the  bulk  of  this 
variety  offered  by  dealers  and  grown  from  runned  out  seed.

EARLY  SILVER  KING 

The  earliest  strain  grown  of  this  variety,  it  is  acclimated, 
has  been  grown  here  for  the  past  10  years.  The  ears  are 
of  medium  size  and  will  average  about  8 to  9 inches.  Ker- 
nels are  deep,  cylindrical  ears  with  butts  and  tips  well  filled, 
stalks  are  very  leafy  and  one  of  the  best  varieties  for  silage 
in  those  sections  where  it  will  mature.  It  is  a few  days 
later  than  Rustlers  and  Minnesota  No.  13,  but  in  some  sec- 
tions it  will  mature  about  the  same  time,  especially  on  rich 
sandy  loam.

NORTHWESTERN  DENT 

This  extra  early  corn  is  a very  handsome  and  distinct  var- 
iety, the  exposed  part  of  the  kernel  being  white  or  yellow 
and  the  sides  of  a pretty  cherry-red  color.  The  ears  are  from 
7 to  10  inches  long,  averaging  14  rows  of  hard  round  ker- 
nels of  good  size.  Being  an  early  corn,  it  is  very  productive, 
yielding  from  50  to  70  bushels  per  acre.  Stalks  are  about 
6 to  7 feet  high,  and  ears  are  set  about  2V2  feet  from  the 
ground.  It  is  extensively  grown  in  Dakotas  and  northern 
Minnesota.  It  is  recommended  for  low,  level  lands,  new 
breakings  and  all  late  plantings  in  other  sections.  This 
corn  matures  two  weeks  earlier  than  Minnesota  No.  13  and 
is  the  best  corn  for  early  “hogging  down.”

EARLY  MINNESOTA  WHITE  DENT 

Earliest  white  dent  grown — it  matures  about  10  days 
earlier  than  Rustlers,  and  is  especially  recommended  for 
north  and  west  central  Minnesota,  southern  tiers  of  coun- 
ties in  North  Dakota  and  northern  part  of  South  Da,k()ta 
and  north  central  Wisconsin.  I have  found  several  samples 
offered  by  some  seed  houses  as  Early  Minnesota  White 
Dent,  which  was  nothing  but  some  late  variety  with  an 
adopted  name.  If  you  want  the  genuine  seed  of  this  var- 
iety, send  your  order  to  me  and,  if  my  supply  should  be  ex- 
hausted, I will  not  substitute  any  oother  variety  without 
your  permission. 

EARLY  RUSTLERS 

This  early  corn  is  from  8 to  10  days  ahead  of  Rustlers 
White  Dent  and  Minn.  No.  13.  If  you  have  trouble  to  ma- 
ture these  varieties,  owing  to  flat  lands  overflowed  in  spring 
causing  late  planting,  or  cold  soil  and  early  frost  in  fall,  I 
would  not  hestitate  to  recommend  this  variety.  It  is  not 
quite  as  large  ears  as  some  other  variety,  but  it  yields  from 
40  to  60  bushels  and  on  extra  goood  soil  I have  gotten  as 
high  as  70  bushels  per  acre.  In  1915  and  1917  it  was  the 
only  corn  in  this  section  that  was  safe  from  frost,  with  the 
exception  of  Northwestern  Dent.  It  is  very  similar  to  Early 
Minn.  White  Dent  in  early  maturity  and  size  of  stalk,  but 
ears  are  a trifle  larger  and  rougher  dent.

RUSTLERS  WHITE  DENT 

This  early  white  corn  is  the  best  yielder  of  any  variety 
maturing  same  time.  It  is  almost  one  week  earlier  than 
my  Silver  King.  The  ears  are  of  good  size  with  14  to  18 
rows  of  large  kernels  pure  white  in  color,  many  measuring 
10  inches  or  more.  Eears  are  set  the  right  distance  from 
the  ground  for  picking  or  harvesting  with  binder.  It  is  a 
pure  White  Dent,  and  an  all-around  good  corn  for  central 
and  most  of  Southern  Minnesota,  central  Wisconsin,  north- 
ern half  of  South  Dakota  and  where  an  early  corn  has  to  be 
grown  that  will  beat  the  frost  in  September.  For  lands 
that  are  not  very  rich,  I don’t  know  of  any  corn  that  will 
give  better  results,  and  on  lands  that  are  under  a high  state 
of  cultivation  it  will  produce  bumper  crops  of  both  corn  and 
fodder. 

I am  not  growing  this  corn  myself,  to  avoid  any  chance 
of  different  varieties  mixing.  I have  this  corn  grown  for 
me  by  two  of  the  best  farmers  and  corn  raisers  in  this  sec- 
tion. The  yield  averaged  70  bushels  for  one,  figuring  a 
bushel  to  the  inch  in  a 10-foot  wagon  box.  The  yield  for 
the  other  grower  was  still  bette:-:.  as  his  land  was  very  high 
and  heavy  rain  in  June  did  not  effect  his  field  any.  By  ac- 
tual weight  he  got  79  bushels  of  dry  corn  to  the  acre.  This 
was  the  average  from  a 14-acre  field,  and  it  was  planted 
three  Kernels  jn  the  hill,  some  ns  all  my  seed  corn,
